A fter 
the w**ed* have been cut and dried 
they should he burned to destroy the 
seed arid prevent a 
new crop from 
developing the next season. 
Many of our common weed* a r e an­ 
nuals, such its the wild flax, pigweed, 
horse or butter weed, ragweed, milk­ 
weed, mustard and sand burs. 
They 
r**produre themselves each (e a r from 
seed only. 
Thu s lf they are destroyed 
before they go to seed, there will he 
no seed from which they can d**velop 
the 
following year.

garden 
these weeds can he pulled up by the 
roots, cut off with u hoe, or turned up 
by bund cultivation.
